A 30-PAGE Justice Depar tinent memorandum filed 
with the Bush affidavit said the CIA may -keep the 
_ details of the burglaries and .telephone taps. secret 
because it is “indisputable that the foreign relations of 
the United States would be affected by disclosure of | 
the matters,” : 

SWP officials, who plan to challetige the CIA’s asser- 
tion, said it is possible the agency “does not want the 
details known because the burglaries could have violat- 
ed the laws of foreign countries. 

Since last July, the CIA has been forced to turn over 
400 pages pf files it keeps on the SWP, a domestic, 
leftist political party. The files indicate that the CIA ; 
has monitored SWP activities, including its election : 
campaigns, since 1950. 
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
